Oil Conservation 


Independents and Big 
Companies Present Prob-

lions old fear of the independent for 
the "big fellow" in his particular in- 
dustry has cropped out again with re- 
newed vigor. 


In this particular instance the fear 


of the small man for the large cor- 
poration and his instinctive fear of 
trusts and monopolies in threatening 
Governor R. S. Sterling's plan to con- 
serve the state's natural resources, 
and to be specific, oil mi gas conser- 
vation. 


The Texas legislature was convened 


in special session July 14 to enact 
conservation laws, the governor and 
others being of the opinion adequate 
conservation lawn automatically would 
bring about better conditions in the 
chaotic oil industry. 


But the jealousy between the major 


companies and the independent oil op- 
erators rose to the surface with the 
first arrival of legislators for the ses- 
sion. And it has continued unabated 
since the session started with repre- 
sentatives of major cmpnonies and in- 
dependents sparing heatedly in inves- 
tigations before both the house and 
senate. 


Mnny believe 
that unless the two 


groups settled their differences iind 
agreed on a program that hopes for 
constructive legislation to niri the oil 
industry would bo shattered, Many 
others believe the two groups arc so 
diametrically opposed it will be im- 
possible for therh to get together on 
anything but minor details. 


It also has been pointed out fre- 


quently that the independents are di- 
vided among themselves and cannot 
present a united front on any propo- 
sition.

in several years was announced here 
Friday with the purchase of the W. 
Y,' Foster buildings at Second and 
Elm streets by Geo. W. Robison, of 
Geo. W. Robison & Co., the depart- 
ment store which occupies the larger 
part of the property 


The corner is reputed to be the best 


business location in the 'city, and al- 
though there was no announcement 
of price, it is reported -the largest in 
recent years. 


The property measures 140 feet on 


Second street, by 125 deep on Elm. 
The Geo. W. Robison & Co. and L. C. 
Burr & Co. buildings cover all the 
grpund area except a 25-foot strip to 
the rear, which was included in the 
purchase 


Mr. Robison's store fronts 90 feet 


on Second street. The L. C. Burr 
compay holds a lease on the next 50- 
foot front at the corner. 


Robison & Co. acquired the largest 


ground floor space in the city and 
one of the largest in this section of 
the state when the A. L. Johnson 
store site'Was taken over January 1, 
1929, 
Mr. Robison tore out the inter- 


vening wall and threw the 90-foot 
front into one big store. 


Mr. Robison has been in business 


at the present location for seven and 
a half years. He is one of th^e/.larg* 
and most aggressive mehduibljl IrV tl 
southwestern counties, a director- In 
the Citizens National Bank, and own- 
er of two other stores in this sec- 
tion. 


On July 1, 1929, he opened 
his 


Nashville store in its own building, 
one of the largest mercantile firms of 
that city. February 1, 1930, he leased 
two buildings at Prescott, throw them 
into one store, and opened in business 
there—giving him three of the largest 
mercantile units in this area.

ToldByMoreland 


Hope Manufacturer Pro- 


duced 10,186 Cans Last 


Year, Rotary Hears 


The story of his development of a 


canned chili business which has spread 
out from his Hope drugstore plant 
within three years until it is now 
sold in 84 stores in 30 Arkansas cities 
and towns, was told nt the Hope Ro- 
tary club luncheon Friday in Hotel 
Barlow by A. C. Moreland. 


Mr. Moreland said that he manu- 


factured 10,186 cans of chili last year, 
which was n new record for his young 
and growing business. He has adver- 
tised his Hope product heavily. 


"When I went into the chili busi- 


ness," he said, "I had to choose be- 
tween one of two 
courses—either 


move lo a larger city and put in a 
string of chili stands serving the pro- 
duct fresh, or put it up in conven- 
tional cans and retail it through gro- 
cer stores 


"I chose the latter course. More- 


land's Hope chili is now on sale in 84 
stores in 30 Arkansas towns and cities. 
It is advertised by road signs on half 
the highways of the state, and on all 
the roads out of such cities as Little 
Rock, Pine Bluff and Fort Smith." 


Mr. Moreland told how he came 


from Lake Charles, La., some years 
ago to establish himself as a citizen of 
Hope. It was in Lake Charles that he 
became a druggist, and it was there 
that he first began the experiments 
which resulted in his present brand 
of chili. 


He explained one of the distinguish- 


ing features of Hope canned chili. It 
has no gristle. Mr. Moreland said the 
gristle's strength is pasesd on to the 
chili by cooking it with the other in- 
gredients, but the gristle is confined 
in a cheese -cloth bag, and discarded 
after boiling in the pressure-cooker.

ing the market throughout the mid- 
West, the government report receiv- 
ed yesterday morning stating that Ar- 
kansas Elbertas are in control of the 
market and bringing from $1.75 to 
$2.00. while the Georgia and other 
peaches are bringing only $1.00 to 
$1.50. 


As the season advances the quality 


of the fruit has improved, and un- 
sent from the district are now going on 
the markets of the country. 
Extra 


fancy packs are available in guantities 
never before known. The size of the 
fruit in some of the orchards is the 
largest ever seen here, and the color 
could not bo better und.T any condi- 
tion. The fruit is firm and entirely 
free o* disease or insect damage. 


In contrast to prior harvests, there 


is this year keen competition in sell- 
ing the crop and no competition what- 
ever in the buying.

Demonstrates Ice Factory 


to Club Members 


One of the most successful Kiwanis 


meetings of the season was this week's 
industrial session, held at the display 
room of the Southern Ice & Utilities 
Co. plant. 


Manager Pnt Simpson, and Dewey 


Hendrix, in charge of arrangements, 
served several varieties of sandwiches, 
peaches and cream and angle-food 
cake Thursday night. After a tour of 
tho ice plant, ice cold water melon 
was served. The club was conducted 
through the plant by Pat Simpson, 
from the filtration and purification 
plant through the engine room, the 
ice-making room, and into the storage 
rooms. 


Only chemically pure water is used. 


In order to get clear ice from purified 
water, it was explained ,it is necessary 
to agitate the water while it is freez- 
ing in the cake, in order to make the 
ice clear. This is done by forcing air 
through the center of the container 
until the cake of ice is frozen. 
The 


plant has a capacity of 20,000 pounds 
of ice a day. Early in the spring, a 
supply of ice is accumulated in the 
large storage rooms.

Hoover Plan Shatters 


Party Lines In France 


By t»0trtg P. LOCIINRR 


BERLIN — (/P)—The young German 


repttbllc mnde no mistake. wlKen, 
through President Pant von Htnden- 
burg, It summoned Wllhelm Qroencr. 
the "fed-general," In 1628 to the post 
of minister of defense. 


Orocner was not only n trusted com- 


rade-in-arms of Hlndenburg, whose 
quartermaster-general he was after 
the dismissal of General Erich Luden- 
doffflh October, 1919j he also proved 
himself n reliable republican in whose 
hands the new army was safe from 
monarchist Influences. 


Unlike Ludendorff, who spoke in 


evef more offensive language' ot his 
former field marshal, Groener has 
throughout been a devoted follower 
of Germany's grand old man, On as- 
suming the office of minister of.de- 
fense he declared: 


"Hindcnburg's faith in me Is the 


foundation upon which I rest." 


This fidelity paid dividends, for 


Groener has been able to get from n 
reluctant reichstag larger appropria- 
tions for the army and navy* relative- 
ly, than any other government' de- 
partment could secure. The fact that 
Hindenburg stood behind the "red 
general's" budget stifled criticism. 


Groener. served in the great'war in 


three exacting .positions—first as chief 
of the entire army of transportation 
system, then as head of the newly 


created "krtegsamt." whose duty It 
waa to- carry out the economic and 
material organization of Hindenbtirg's 
program of correlating the activities 
of the whole civilian population with 
those of the military, and finally as 
quartermaster-general. 


It was in the last position that he 


acquired the sobriquet of "red gen- 
eral." Unlike most of the military 
men surrounding Emperor William It, 
he saw that the days of the monarchy 
were numbered and dared say so in 
the council at Spa on November 9, 
1918, which led to the knlser's flight to 
Holland. 


For this action his fellow officers 


dubbed him a "red." So relentless 
were they afterward in their social 
boycott that Groener insisted upon the 
appointment of an "honor court" of 
generals, who, after studying the Spa 
events, exonerated him from having 
committed any dishonorable act to- 
ward the soverign to whom he had 
sworn allegiance. 


After the emperor's -departure Gro- 


ener assisted Hindenburg-lii. leading 
the exhausted German army 
back 


home; He then retired from service. 


In 1920. however, when Kapp tried 


to unseat the republican government; 
Groener rallied to Ebert's support and 
was a leading figure In putting down 
the rebellion. As minister of trans- 


vice from 1920 to 1923. 


Groener is n good mlxef who hoi 


always managed, though 
working 


hard, to attend social functions and 
himself bt a charming host. The du- 
ties of hostess \vere taken over by Ills 
only daughter after the death of his 
first Wife and until his remarriage In 
1930, The affection between father 
and daughter was proverbial in Berlin. 


Groener was born November 22, 


1867, In Ludwlgsburg, Wuerttembcrg, 
the1 son of a Suoblan army paymaster. 
He entered the army in 1884 and rose 
rapidly despite the opposition of many 
fellow officers who were of noble 
blood and missed tho "von" in his 
name
